The largest armed forces in 
Lebanon belong to Israel and Syria. 
The Israelis number about 20,000, ac- 
cording to AP. And an estimated 30,- 
000 Syrians form the bulk of the Arab 
League peacekeeping force that con- 
tols the truce imposed in Lebanon at 
the height of the 1975-1976 civil war. 
Three other Arab countries nominal- 
ly assist Syria in the peacekeeping 
role — Saudi Arabia, the Sudan and 
the United Arab Emirates. This 
Arab deterrent force patrols the 
northern 80 per cent of Lebanon and 
has so far heeded Israeli warnings 
not to interfere in the southern con- 
flict. 

Bight Palestinian factora are 
operating in Lebanon, an 
estimated 12,000 armed men. Allied 
to the Palestinians are 10 Lebanese 
leftist militias containing an es- 
timated 5,000 fighters. 

Only two conservative Moslem 
militias are operating in Lebanon, 
with about 1,100 armed supporters. 
In the Christian camp, some 12,000 
militiamen represent five separate 
factions. In all, 28 armed militias 
operate in Lebanon. 

The Lebanese Army, which totall- 
ed 18,000 men before the civil war, 
has been rebuilt to a force of about 
5,000 officers and soldiers.

Radio, TY.:men. want ‘moral support: . 
for demands translated into action ~~

The striking TV and radio jour- 
Nalists last night received with 
“anger” a statement by the Broad- 
casting Authority board of directors 
that it is in favour of identical salary 
grades in both the written and elec- 
tronic media. 

“This was our right way back in 
1965 when the Authority was set up," 
stated one member of the jour- 
nalists’ works committee. ‘It's fine 
to get the board's moral support, but 
we want them to translate that sup- 
port into action.” 

The board. chaired by Prof. 
Reuven Yaron, met in special ses- 
sion on Friday morning to try to find 
8 way out of the journalists’ strike, 
which last night entered its eighth 
day. The TV and radio staffers de- 
mand the same pay advances on ac- 
count of a final settlement that the 
publishers promised to the 
newspaper journalists. Following 
their statement, the members of the 
yoard called on the journalists to 
return to work. 


At 10 a.m., the works committee 
representative will meet with 
Authority director-general Yitzhak 
Livni for another round of 
negotiations. The Ministerial Com- 
mittee on Economics and Wages will 
also convene today. 

The works committee spokesman 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
strikers viewed the board's state- 
ment as a declaration that their 
walkout was legal — a “rare thing. 
They are thus admitting that the 
journalists are fighting for a prin- 
ciple.” 

Responding to assertions by 
Authority executives that they can- 
not grant the advances because the 
cabinet has prohibited it. the jour- 
nalists state: ‘‘Either the Broad- 
casting Authority is sovereign and 
independent or it is subservient to 
government."

Israel's recognition of what he called 
“Palestinian rights" — Including the 
right to an independent state. 

Asked if such courage were needed 
by Palestinian leaders too tin the 
light of their declared position 
favouring Israel's dismemberment), 
the Rumanian leader agreed that 
“there ia no deubt that (peace) 
would certainly require action by 
both sides."" 

All parties to the conflict must 
realize, Ceausescu urged, that peace 
in the Middle East must be built ona 
new system of ‘‘equal rights, mutual 
respect for independence. sovereign- 
ty and good neighbourly relations.” 
If such a system were established, 
an independent Palestinian Arab 
state alongside Israel would not en- 
danger Israel's existence, as most 
Israelis teared, but would coexist 
with her in "good nelghbourly 
relations." 

Ceausescu appeared to hold out 
the promise of Eastern Bloc support 
for a softening of Israeli policy, 
observing that: “I am deeply per- 
suaded that all peoples will support 
those who have taken action in 
favour of peace — those who have 
worked to ensure their own and thelr 
nelghbours' desisting from wer." 
This remark seemed also to be ad- 
dressed to the need for 
‘governments, jeaders and 
stateamen"' on both sides to “have 
the courage...ta promote peace and 
cooperation." 

In practice, the Rumanian leader 
urged. Israel] should announce Its 
recognition of the Palestihian right 
to self-determination, including the 
right to set up an independent state. 
This would mean acceptance. too, of 
the PLO's right to participate in the 
peace process. Once talks had begun 
(with PLO participation), and before 
any agreement were signed, the 
PLO would announce its acceptance 
of Israel. : 

What was required. Ceausescu 
sald, was for ‘Israelis to acquire ἃ 
better understanding that the par- 
ticlpation of the PLO ls indeed a 


necessity" in the peacemaking 
progress. 

The ‘starting point’ in con- 
sidering the problem of representa- 
tion, he said, should be the Palesti- 
nian people's own destres, and these, 
he claimed, had been expressed in 
favour of the PLO. 

“So far we have had nothing but 
confirmation that the PLO should be 
the representative,’’ Ceausescu 
observed, commenting on the Israeli 
claim that other Palestinian groups 
should be recognized as spokesman 
for the Palestinians. 

Rumanian official statements In 
recent months no longer refer 
specifically to the PLO, but officials 
say the reference is implied. 
Ceausescu, at any rate, seemed to in- 
dicate that Rumania would continue 
to support the PLO as exclusive 
Palestinian representative until 
such . time as other groupings with 
popular and International support. 
came to the fore. 

He said that Israel's rejection of 
the PLO, and the PLO's declared 
position on Israel. constituted ‘‘a 
vicious cirele that must be broker."

U.S. and Britain reject requests 
to clamp down on PLO offices

The Paiestine Liberation 
Organization will be permitted to 
continue its activities in New York 
and London, despite protests by 
Israel and by local Jewish 
organizations that these be stopped. 

‘The U.S. State Department said on 
Thursday that the PLO's informa- 
tion office in New York ts operating 
legally and can remain open. ‘‘Our 
view has been that as long as it com- 
Plies with all relevant laws and is 
staffed by people who entered the 
U.S. legally, It can remain in 
operation,”’ the State Department 
said. 

The action means that the Carter 
administration will not comply with 
Israel's request — made after the 
terrorist massacre on the Haifa-Tel 
Aviv road last month — that the U.S. 
and other friendly countries sever all 
ties with the PLO. 

In London, British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen last week in- 
formed the Zionist Federation that 
the British Government does not in- 
tend taking any action against PLO 
Tepresentatives working from an of- 
fice in-the Mayfair premises of the 
Arab League. The Federation, 
together with the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews, has been urging the 
closure of the office, even though it 
has no official status, ever since the

|Egypt’s nostalgia for the ‘good old days’ 


‘Everything was better than it is now... life was not shameful before 1952

CAIRO (WPNS). — The pasha sat in

Periously receiving a stream of sup-" 


. Some kissed his hand 
humbiy and backed away as if he 
were King Farouk come back to life. 
. The busy receiving room of the 
decayirig, marble-hatled palace was 
cluttered with relics of the ald days, 
like a time capsule sealed a genera- 
tien ago and only just opened. 

Faud pasha din, who was 
King Farouk's Police Minister 
. before the Egyptian revolution of 
1952, seems as out of place in this 
troubled socialist country as a 
Turkish overlord. He clings proudly 
to the archaic Ottoman title of Pasha 
and to the abrupt, impatient style of 
the political boss that he was before 
the revolution. 
Yet Serageddin actually 
represents a new wave in Esyprien 
politics, as leader of the New Wafd 
Party (even the name is a throwback 
to the past) — the pasha has drawn 
together a diverse following of old 
and young ranging from extreme 
right to extreme left. He has forged 
the first significant legal pol{tical op- 
position here in a generation. 

When his party was legalized in 
February, Fuad Pasha took control 
of the largest opposition group in the 
Egyptian parliament. 

The 24 new Wafd assemblymen, 
moat of them political independents 
who lined up with Serageddin last 
year when he announced plans to 
revive the old Wafd — which had rul- 
ed off and on from the 1920s into the 


1950a — are no real threat to the 
government's 308-seat majority. In 
a irapehraty 860 seats. 

ut with a generally greasive 
“free enterprise" plattorns and a 
nostalgic appeal to Egyptians who 
remember the Wafd as the country's 
first revolutionary independence 
Party, plus ἃ pugnacious attitude, 
the New Wafd has had an unusual 
impact. 

“The majority of Egyptians sup- 
port us as they did before 1852,"" he 
said, and that the New 
Watd will show its strength in local 
elections next year, then move to 
oust the majority party of President 
Anwar Sadat in parliamentary elec- 
tions in 1981. 


Sadat stoutly opposed the 
resurgence of the Wafd. ‘To those 
who want the Wafd party to come 
back, I say that the hands of the 
clock will never go back," he said 
prior to the party's re-emergence. 
But when the Wafd met stringent 
legal requirements that allow in- 
dependent political parties if they 
have the backing of 20 or more 
members of parHament, Sadat bow- 
ed to realities. 


The political parties law was an 
outgrowth of a giant leap to political 
liberalization that Sadat took two 
years ago when he broke Egypt's 
monolithic political structure into a 
Hmited multiparty system. Political 
parties had been banned following 
the 1952 revolution led by a group of 
“free officers” under colone] Gamal 
Abdul-Naaser. Later the government, 


formed a single ruting party, the 
Arab Socialist Union. 

Tn 1976 Sadat divided the Arab 
Socjalist Union into Rightist, Cen- 
trist and Leftist factions and allowed 
the first open contest for pariiamen- 
tary seats in modern Egyptian 
history. After the elections he en- 
couraged passage of the new 
Political parties law and the three 
government-created factions 
became parties of their own right, 
with Sadat's ruling centrists, 
chaired by Premier Mamdouh 
Salem, holding virtually ali power. 

The Arab Socialist Union was 
recast into a political rule- 
group staffed by representatives of 
all the parties — Egypt's Arab 
soauat Party (centrist), the

Whether the New Wafd will be as 
successful as Serageddin hopes is 
uncertain. There is no doubt that it 
has excited widespread interest. 
University students who a year ago 
Jeaned almost exclusively to the 
Left, and who this year shifted 
overwhelmingly to the conservative 
Islamic religious Right in campus 
elections, now spend more time 
debating the merits of the Wafd than 
either Marx or Mohammed. 

Hundreds of them, ranging from 


right-wing religious extremists to 
radical leftists, have signed 
Serageddin’s party rolls. One leftist 
convert explained the attraction: 
“The Wafd party was outlawed 
before most of us were born, but we 
know it from our history books as the 
first party which fought for in- 
dependence from British rule and 
against the corrupt old monarchy. It 
represented all Egyptians 
regardless of religion or ideology as 
the New Wafd 15 trying to do now. We 
identify with that. It offers change." 


Wafd, which means “delegation” 
in Arabic, was the name given the 
group of Egyptian revolutionaries 
formed tn 1918 to seek independence 
from the British. Its leaders were 
arrested and Egyptians carried out 2 
bloody uprising in protest in 1919. 
Through the 1920s, '30s, and '40s the 
party maintained overwhelming 
national support and fought an on- 
again, off-again struggle with the 
British and the monarchy of King 
Fouad and his son Farouk. By the 
late ‘40s and early ‘50s, it had 
become so firmly entrenched with 
the rich and powerful, and weakened 
by charges of corruption, that it lost 
popular support and was ousted 

mm power six months before the 
Free Officers" revolution of July. 
1952. 

Another group drawn to the Wafd 
includes middle-aged professionals, 
intellectuals and businessmen. For 
them the appeal appears largely 
economic nostalgia, recalling the 
relatively free-wheeling days before 
the revolution when enterprise 
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produced profits and the middle- 
class life was untroubled by today's 
population explosion and air of 
crisis. 

Serageddin, who waa no. 2 in the 
old Wafd and a member of an ex- 
tremely wealthy family, said that 
“ite was not shameful before 1932." 

“Everything was better than it is 
now, and we hope that in that sense 
things go back to what they were,” 


he went on. “But we recognize that ~ 


everything has changed during these 
25 years. There have been changes in 
our ideals, our problems, even our 
political language. The social 
system has become well-rooted, and 
we support its reforms.”

‘Breathing new life into 
OAU and Arab League’.

KHARTOUM (Gemini). — Sudanese 
President Jaafar Numeiry is ex- 
pected to breathe new life into two 
flaceid bodies — the Arab League, 
which just asked him to mediate 
between its disputing members, and 
the tion of African Unity, 
which he will chair in July. 


Both the Arab and the 
‘OAU have fallen into a slough of 
wealness and inactivity πὶ the past 
few months, just when the 
challenges of both the Arab world 
and Africa have been greatest.

The two organizations might well 
be expected to be transformed into a 
real force rather for peace and con- 
ciation within their arenas when 
the Sudanese Preaident takes over 
the hot seat of mediator in both 
bodies. For Numeiry has emerged as 
Arabia's as well as Africa's number 
one concillator — and a man who, in 
spite of his military uniform and 
long army background, proved to 
believe in peace and goodwill, and 
takes strong action to achieve it.

Reports from some of the areas now being vacated by Israel 
forces would seem to indicate that the criticism is to be vin- 
dicated. One report appearing in this paper today speaks of the 
return of PLO forces to the village of Kaukaba, and their being 
accorded a warm welcome by the Norwegian UN contingent 
which has taken over from the Israel Defence Forces.

NEIGHBOURHOOD separation by 
economic class may be offensive to 
our ideologies, but it does not have to 
be permanently damaging if the 
society is relatively open and 
economic mohility is possible. But in 
Israel, as elaewhere, economic class 
has an insidious way of becoming 
associated with other criteria suck 
as country of origin, ethnic affilia- 
dion and akin colour. There is often 
the danger that distinctions criginal- 
ly based on economic status will per- 
sist even after the economic realities 
have changed. For example, a 
neighbourhood that is closed to poor 
people may become inaccessible to 
thoge assumed to be poor by virtue of 
colour or place of origin. Thus, what 
begins as ἃ matter of class can come 
perilously close to resembling a 
caste system. 

Our experience to date is that Jews 
in Israel stand a good chance of ea- 
caping the rigidities of caste-like dis- 
tinctions. We seem to have enough of 
a common past and a common pre- 
sent to create an overarching sense 
of community. Moreover, there is 


accumulating evidence that native - 


Israelis are more like each other in 
many ways than they are like their 
foreign-born parents. (The recent 
articles in The Jerusalem Post about 
smaller family patterns among Jews 
of North African/Asian descent serv- 
ed to underline this point.) Also, ex- 
cept for the few on.either end of the 
skin pigmentation spectrum, we 
seem to be reclaiming a common 
physical heritage. 

The problem for those wha do the 
planning in this country is how to en- 
courage the above processes, or at 
least how not to obstruct them. The 
distinctions between us should be 
based only on achievement; the 
paths to achievement should remain 
as open as possible; and the in- 
stitutions that bind us together as a 
Jewish community should be open, 
powerful and blind to questions of 
origin and colour. How do Jews in 
Israel make sure that their Ufe 
chances are Hmited only by question 
of class and capacity, not caste? And 
how do we work to soften the impact 
of these questions of class? This is in- 
deed a tall order for most societies. 
but one that Jews in Israel seem 
better prepared to tackle than 
Americans, Britons, South Africana 
and Australians who are both black 
and white. 


HOWEVER, as with most things in 
Israel, there is a complicating fac- 
tor. if, as Jews, we aspire to an open 
class system within a strong com- 
munity, what kinds af communal 
relations do we want with our Arab

fellow citizens? -Do we want to share 
neighbourhoods with them? Or com- 
munity centres? Gr wedding 
celebrations? Presumably, the 
answers to these questions would be 
“no” for most Jews and Arabs. 

And yet, if Israeli Jews and Arabs 
are to live as citizens In the same 
state, all of us will need certain in- 
stitutions in common. But equally 
important, if we are to retain our dis- 
tinctiong in this small land, we need 
certain "walls" between us. But 
theze should not be allowed to 
become the cause of economic dis- 
tinctions between Jewish and Arab 
communities. 

These questions of distinction end 


separation within the Jewish com- - 


munity and between Arabs and Jews 
are not likely to sit well with many 
Israelis. Some Jews will be uncom- 
fortable with the fact of Jewish 
separation along class lines. 

In addition, our continuing sen- 
sitivity to Ashkenazi-Sephardl 
differences leads to legitimate con- 
cern as to whether class distinctions 
in Israel, and the neighbourhoods 
reflecting them, will not also 
perpetuate the existing separation 
between the various communities. 

As for Arab-Jewish relations, dur- 
ing times of greater tenaton it is not 
easy to be an Arab in Israel, and at 
the best of times there is not much 
evidence of honest thinking by either 
Arabs or Jews as to how we shall live 
with one another. 

However, even though we lack 
good theoretica] formulations, the 
facts on the ground are reasonably 
clear. In our largest urban concen- 
trations we live in Jewish and Arab 
neighbourhood compartments. 
Elsewhere, with negiigible excep- 
tions, we live in separated smaller 


communities. The smaller and less 
successful development towns have 
a narrow range of tion dis- 
tribution according to economic 
class and continent of origit. And, 
the largely poor, North African- 
Asian development town has 118 
counterpart in certain 
neighbourhoods in each of our urban 
concentrations. 


AN IMPRESSIONISTIC suryey_of 
Jewiah-Jewish and Jewish-Arab 
residential patterns suggests certain 
reasonably well-established facts: 
there is a caste-like separation 
between Jews and Arabs in Israel 
which is also accompanied by 
serious distinctions of economic 
class. With regard to Jewish-Jewish 
differences, those of economic class 
are clear and powerful, but there is 
reason for optimism that differences 
of class, origin and colour will have 
the links between them progressive- 
ly loosened. 

Baged on these observations. two 
primary policy directions are 
suggested: to soften economic class 
distinctions between Jews and to en- 
sure that these distinctions are not 
based on one's community of orign; 
to support communal separation 
between Arabs and Jews, but to en- 
sure that these distinctions are not 
accompanied by economic class 
differences between the two com- 
munities. 

The above goals, when translated 
to place of residence, suggest two 
patterns: separated Jewish and 
Arab netghbourhoods bound 
together by certain national and 
city-wide institutions; Jewish 
neighbourhoods separated by 
economic ciass, but bound together 
by common local institutions and a 


powerful, overarching set of national 
‘Jewish 


How might we order our various 
social services so as to support the 
foregoing goals within current and 
kely patterns of neighbourhood 
separation? 

The first principle is that national 
legislation concerning the distribu- 
tion of benefits must not distinguish 
between Jews and Arabs or between 
the various Jewish communities. 
Our basic legislation must aim at 2 
redistribution of resources based on 
economic and social disadvantage, 
rather than membership in a sub- 
community. 

A corollary of this point is that the 
distribution of benefits must be ad- 
ministered with absolute equity. 

Those services that involve an ¢le- 
ment of contro! would need to be ad- 
ministered separately in Arab and 
Jewish neighbourhoods by members 
of the respective communities. For 
example, Arabs would police Arab 
neighbourhoods. In Jewish 
neighbourhoods, there would be 
lower-class Jewish police acting as 
control personne) for both lower- and 
middle-class Jews. 

Where the primary function of 2 
service is to transmit and build the 
fabric of a community, there would 
need to be separate services for 
Arabs and Jews. Conversely, it 
would be important to have Jews of 
different economic class served by 
the same educational institutions. 
Thus, the current policy of having 
separate Arab and Jewish schools, 
but schools serving Jews integrated 
across Jewish neighbourhood lines, 
seems wise. But the greatest care 
needs to be taken to assure the quali- 
ty of Arab education.
